ers for the construction of the tube 
system proposed for Toronto. Their 
price for the total length of three 
miles of tubes is $2,600,000, while the 
next lowest tenderer, 1.

for the entire system with full equip- 
ment and forty cars at $4,500,000,

THE CITY SOLICITOR 
DEFINES A TENANT 


Report Submitted by J. C. F. Bown 
at the Request of the City Assessor 
—Hinges Largely Upon the Measure 
of Control Man Exercises, 


The question whether cu not a per- 
renting a room, or rooms is a 
tenant and therefore entitled to the 
franchise given by the city charter 
to tenants, is the subject of a report 
from the city solicitor, prepared at the 
request of City Assesste MacMillan, 

It would appear that the question 
“Who is a tenant?’ is one which has 
arisen many tmes in the courts and 
is by no means as simple as the aver- 
age layman would think, The dim- 
culty arises in determining the differ- 
ence between’a tenant and a lodger. 
Of the many efforts which have veen 
made to Wefine a tenant one. cele- 
brated British judge is quoted by 
City Solicitor Bawn as saying: ‘I have 
been quite unable, so far as I am 
concerned, to frame an exhaustive de- 
finition, Some judges have tried 10 
de so and, in my opinion, they have 
failed,”

A Definition. 

One of the judges quoted by Mr, 
Bewn puts the matter thus: “Where 
the owner of a house takes in a per- 
sor to reside in part of it, though 
such persen has the exclusive posses- 
sion of the rooms appropriated to him 
and the uncontrolled right of ingress 
an@ egress, yet if the owner retains 
the character of master of the house, 
the individual so occupying a part ce 
it occupies a8 a lodger only.” 

“The essential point to consider,” 
says another judge, “is the right cf 
control on the part of the landlord.” 

“It seems to me," says City Solicitor 
Bown, “that a good test would be 
whether the person claiming to be a 
tenant could say to the world ,this 
room is my dwelling house and I have 
just the same control over it as if L 
rented a heuse in the ordinary way, 
that is to say, that the landlord wou'td 
have no right to enter in, tell ime 
whom I shall have in my room, regu- 
late my hours or in any way control 
the manner in which I shall use the 
premises,"
